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FIRE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 


To  the  Citizens  of  Madbury : 

The  major  fires  this  year  were  in  a  mobile  home  at 
the  Grande  Hill  Mobile  Park,  and  at  the  Bickford  resi- 
dence, owned  by  Nelson  Bolstridge. 

This  dwelling  fire  required  assistance  from  Dover, 
Durham,  Harrington  and  Lee.  Each  sent  one  tank  truck. 
The  entire  ell  was  completely  involved,  and  flames 
threatened  the  main  house.  The  prompt  extinguishing 
of  this  fire  reflected  our  experience  gained  through  train- 
ing sessions. 

The  average  manpower  response  of  4.2  men  per 
call  emphasizes  the  need  for  more  men.  It  requires  five 
or  six  men  per  truck  to  operate  efficiently. 

New  equipment  for  the  year  consisted  of  two  M.S.A. 
Air  Masks.  Eight  men  completed  twelve  hours  of  in- 
struction in  the  use  of  these  masks. 

The  New  Hampshire  Forestry  Dept.  now  requires 
all  debris  burning,  including  incinerator  burning,  to  be 
done  after  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  Written  permits 
are  required  by  the  state  for  all  outside  fires.
